Therefore, you are instructed to immediately discontinue 
inquiries concerning all citizens councils upon receipt 
of this, letter. It is your responsibility to also 
immediately notify auxiliary offices of the discontinuance 
of the investigation. 


In order that the Bureau may continue to carry 
out its responsibilities of keeping interested Government 
agencies informed of information of interest to them, you 
must continue your efforts to keep abreast of developments 
in order that the Bureau may be apprised of any situation 
which indicates a potential for violence. In obtaining 
information, however, absolutely no inquiries are to be 
made by you. You must secure the desired information 
through close scrutiny of the public press plus whatever 
information may be volunteered to you.

With respect to the use of confidential 
informants, I want it clearly understood that no 
informant is to be given any assignment in connection 
with obtaining information regarding the activities of 
citizens councils without prior Bureau authority. If 
you have a confidential informant already reporting on 
citizens councils matters you may continue to accept 
information volunteered by the informant but you must 
not give him any additional assignments in this field. 

If you feel it is necessary for some specific reason to 
continue an informant in a particular citizens council 
you must immediately advise the Bureau, together with 
the identity of the informant, his reliability and your 
assurance that continued operation of the informant will 
not result in any embarrassment to the Bureau. 

Each office receiving copies of this letter 
must submit to the Bureau a monthly summary of information 
concerning the activities of citizens councils in your 
respective territories. The first such letter is to be 
submitted to reach the Bureau by January 15 , 1957 , and 
each succeeding letter must be submitted to reach the 
Bureau by the fifteenth of each month. This summary, 
which shall consist of an original and seven copies, 
must be submitted in memorandum form suitable for disserni- 
nation and forwarded to the Bureau by cover letter.. These 
summary memoranda and your cover letter must bear the 
caption '‘Citizens Councils, (name of field office)". 

Each of these summary memoranda must also be dated. 

As in the past, information received concerning 
citizens councils which requires expeditious handling 
must not be delayed for inclusion in the monthly summary 
but must be furnished to the Bureau promptly by whatever 
means of communication is required by the nature of the 
information.

/ The November-Dee ember, 1956 issue of "The 

kCLabamian", official publication of the Citizens* Councils 
of Alabama, with headquarters at Montgomery, Alabama, 
contained an editorial by Editor SgmpSngelhardt criticizing 
the United States Supreme Court ruling outlawing bus 
segregation in Montgomery, Alabama. This editorial 
reflected that Alabama and the South are not going to 
submit to integration and that legal and peaceful fight 
for orderly constitutional government will move ahead - 
and the Citizens 1 Councils of Alabama will be in the front 
line of that fight. 

The December 4* 1956 issue of the "Alabama 
Journal", daily newspaper published at Montgomery, Alabama, 
reflected that State Senator Sam Engelhardt spoke before a ' 
t'/hite Citizens Council meeting representing forty counties, 
which meeting was held December 4> 1956 at Montgomery, 
Alabama, Engelhardt reportedly saying the meeting was called 
to map Council strategy. 

Informant T-l, who has furnished some reliable 
information in the past, advised on Decjpber 31, 1956 that 
a few days before State Senator Sam M^^ingelhardt was 
reported by an acquaintance of T-l as having stated -that 
the Citizens* Councils of Alabama had plans for getting as 
many as a hundred thousand people into Montgomery, Alabama 
"to take care of the situation", referring to the racial 
situation in Montgomery surrounding the bus segregation 
dispute. . Informant stated that on December 24, 1956 he had 
spoken with Engelhardt, at which time Engelhardt acknowledged 
to informant T-l that he had made the above mentioned state- 
ment but that it was not exactly his idea, but that "they 
would come in handy”, apparently referring to a large number 
of Citizens* Council members.

The January 12, 1957 issue of "The Mobile Register”, 
daily newspaper published at Mobile, Alabama, reported that 
the meeting of the South Alabama Citizens* Council had been

Senator 
Engelhardt was described as making a vigorous pro-segregation 
speech in which he stated that the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored People is working underground 
every day in Montgomery, Alabama, and that the Negro leaders 
are getting ready to seek court orders for integration of 
parks, schools, restaurants and movie theaters.

The December 25, 1956 issue of tJ^fi^'States Rights 
Advocate”, official publication of the Montgomery County 
Citizens* Council, reported that Congressman George-' Grant

1956, and blasted the ruling of the Supreme Court banning 
segregation as illegal and not based on law. The article 
reported that Congressman Grant had stated that he would 
introduce a bill to have Federal Judges elected instead of 
appointed as in the past.

express their disapproval of something that previous 
Supreme Justices had disapproved, and apparently has 
eliminated the right to a trial by jury”. This article 
also reported that ’’violence in any form is deplorable but 
it is the inborn heritage of every true Southern man and 
woman to fight when their privacy is invaded. He will 
defend his home, schools, churches, and children against 
forced integration even if it means the use of force when 
force is used against them.”

It is believed that the project of developing informants in the 
Klan merits far greater priority in this Division at this time, 
because the Klan does commit acts of violence, and is in the 
process of terrorizing whole Negro communities in Ala. by vio- 
lent attacks upon Negroes, and by cross-burnings. It is be- 
lieved, further, that fully adequate coverage in all Klan groups 
will automatically result in considerable coverage of any un- 
lawful activities of the Citizens Councils, because of the 
likelihood of Klan cooperation or coordination with any such 
activities of the councils.
